Lhe present plan of the Tal- 
Kary Game Association is to re- 
lease four hundred birds next 
March, two hens to cach cock- 
bird, in eight lots of fifty birds 
each. If this is done an open 
season can be hoped for in the 
fall of 1943, 

The birds cost $6.50 each, and 
around throe thousand dollars 
is required to put on deposit as 
& guarantee for accepting the 
required quota. 

Sportsmen in this district can 
have any number of birds put 
down here by contributing the 
required funds which will be 
matched by the Calgary Game 
Association dollar for dollar 
and put the birds down here in 
some selected place providing 
that not less than five pairs are 
put down in one place at the 
same time.
